YOUR SOIL 
i) 


Your soil may be that dream 
soil “a rich, friable loam", but 
it isn't likely for usually such 
a soil exists only in the minds 
of the people who write about 
gardening. 

You're far more likely to have 
what the builder left you after 
he finished your house and the 
bulldozer finished back-filling. 

Don't despair, it’s easy to 
improve soil. Add any kind of 
organic matter you can lay 
your hands on: leaves in the 
fall, vegetable leftovers like pea 
pods and outer cabbage leaves, 
grass clitpings during the sum- 
mer months, and so on, 

Start in one corner of your 
yard and dig a hole about 18 
inches deep. Fill it with organic 
matter; cover it with some of 
the soil you removed. Dig 
another hole next to it and re- 
peat the process. As the organic 
matter decomposes and settles 
add more soil. 

In six months time you can 
Spade or rototill the areas 
treated as described above and, 
with a little added fertilizer,

Time was when I would 
sit in a rocking chair on 
my front porch and look 
out across the lawn and 
contemplate on how it 
wouldn't be too many years 
before I would have to get 
a shovel and move the 
leaves and I would get so 
exhausted that it was all 
I could do to rock gently 
back and forth. All of my 
contemplating was wasted 
effort because my neigh- 
bors pitched in one day 
while I was sitting there, 
slap worn out, and they 
cleaned the lawn pretty 
well, They said it had 
reached a point where they 
were getting afraid of 
snakes.
